ties" While Mind Was Swimming In

New York, Dee. ,17.—Dr. Fred- 


erick A. Cook, the Brooklyn traveler, 
has sent word to his friends here that 
he will reappear next week, follow- 
ing his self-Imposed exile 
of 
oho 


year. 
Cook will arrive from Europe 


probably on next Wednesday. 
The 


doctor has confessed that he did not 
know whether he reached the North 
Pole or not, and in today's Issue of 
Hampton's Magazine he tells of the 
mental and physical stress he labored 
under on his journey. 
Cook, speak- 


ing of the trip over Ice, says: 


"There was 
little 
in the 
white 


waste about me to occupy my atten- 
tion. Sometimes a spot on the hori- 
zon or the twist of a dog's tall would 
fascinate me and hold my attention 
for many minutes. 


"During this time, from the early 


days of our journey, everything cen- 
tred about the idea of the Pole. Then, 
to bewilder one, to set one laughing 
with silly amusement or to fill one 
with a sense of awe, there early be- 
gan a procession of mirages and opti- 
cal Illusions. 
The mental effect I 


find It difficult to analyze. 
Some- 


times these exaggerated transforma- 
tions had the effect of bringing far oft 
objects apparently near to us. 
This 


often caused confusion in estimating 
distances. 


"Just after Helberg land had be- 


come a dull haze behind us these fan- 
tastic unrealities of the north began 
to manifest themselves most. 
Peaks 


of snow were transformed Into vol- 
canoes, belching smoke; out of the 
pearly mist rose,marvelous cities with 
fairy castles; huge creatures, mis- 
shapen and grotesque, writhed nlong 
the horizon. 


"These spectral denizens of the north 


accompanied us during the 
entire 


journey,and when, fagged of'brain and 
sapped of bodily strength, I felt my 
mind swimming In a aea of half-con- 
sciousness, they filled me almost with 
horror, impressing me as the monsters 
one sees in a nightmare. 


"Traveling in wind that seemed to 


petrify the ilesh, 
the 
temperature 


minus 46 degrees or even minus !i9 
degrees F, the lashes of our eyes froze 
together as we winked and when we 
nibbed them and drew apart the lids 
the Icicles broke the tender skin. 
Our breath froze on our faces. 
Often 


we had to uncover our hands and ap- 
ply the warm palms to the face be- 
fore It was possible to see, 


"When 1 recall the 
many hair- 


breadth escapes from death, the haz- 
ards we took and feel again that 
physical and mental suffering \ won- 
der whether any living man would do 
this were he premeditating a lie. 


"That I did travel upward of 2600 


miles in some direction, even my ene- 
mies credit. Whether I went directly 
north or was diverted at times does 
not, cannot, change the facts of my 
experience. 
"We were compelled on 


our journey to-go In various direc- 
tions; to find a way. We made wide 
detours; at times we had to retreat 
and find new passages. 


"Perhaps, in so doing I did become 


confused and overestimated my prog- 
ress. 
If that Is so, It Is a 
fact 


neither I nor anyone can settle now. 
Wherever 1 went, however, I main- 
tain it was northward, and I did 
reach a spot which I believed to he 
the Pole. 


"One day was very like another. 


Beyond the eighty-third parallel life 
was devoid of pleasure. 
The intense 


objective impressions of 
cold 
and 


hunger assailed the body, robbed Uic 
mind of inspiration and exhilaration. 


"At times it was 
impossible 
to 


perspire, and the toxin of fatigues, 
generating unearthly weariness, filled 
the brain with fag. 
When perspira- 


tion oozed from our pores it froze in 
the garments and the warmer portions 
of our bodies were fringed with snow. 
Dally, unremittingly, this was our 
agony. 


"Accused of being the most colossal 


liar of history, sometimes I feel that 
more lies have been" told about me 
than about any one ever born. 


"As a popular illustration of the 


sort of yarns that we're told, let me 
refer to the foolish fake of the gum 
drops.
